The Government is apparently 
at last convinced of the wisdom 
of preventing “the wholesale 
demolition. of eccupied property, 
witness the fact that it is shortly 
introducing a Bill which will 

jSive .a right to the Building 
Authority to refuse permissions 
except in cases where reconstruc- 
tion is considered “ desirable.” 
Thus: the authorities are adopt- 
ing a course of action which they 
opposed in June last, when the 
Hon. Mr. Pollock brought for- 
ward a mation in the Legislative 
Council providing that a Com- 
mittee of three. to b2 appointed 
by the Governor-in- Council, 
should have power to postpone 
demolition or reconstruction . of 
domestic tenements for a specifi- 
ed period. That motion was met 
with solid officisl opposition, and 
even one of the unofficial mem- 
bers voted against it. Im place 
of the suggested committee of 
three, the Government now pro- 
poses to vest in the Building 
Authority the right to say whe- 
ther any proposed reconstruction 
is desirable; but it goes even 
further than Mr, Pollock’s sug- 
gestion, because there is in tho 
new Bill no limit to the period 
during which the Building Aue 
thority’s ban operates. 


It will be recalled’ that Mr. 
Pollock's proposal called forth 
a lengthy oration from Mr, 
Fletcher, in which’ the latter 
spoke strongly against it, and 
that Hix. Excellency the Ciov- 
vernor, although «leaving the 
issue to the free vote .of the 
Council, also opposed the motion: 
fearing that its adoption might 
tend to’ prévent people from 
Teconstructing in cases where it 
was eminently desirable that 
Teconstruction should take place.
